Keck Discusses Executive Council. 
The first speech Friday morning 


was by Representative Keck, demo- 
crat, who outlined the powers and 
duties of the executive council pro- 
posed in Go\ernor Bryan's bills, to 
connlst 
off five constitutional state 


officers. Among these powers are: 


Supervision over accounting and 


finances in 
all departments: 
re- 


viewing state contracts and cancell- 
ing any found to be Irregular; con- 
trol over all s^ate bulletins; advise 
with governor on preparation of the 
budget; oversee /public works; and 
general determination o£ state poli- 
cies by majority vole of the Jive 
members. 
"This plan leaves far less power 


in the governor's hands than he has 
now under the code," Mr. Keck as- 
serted. "It" also meets the objection 
which has been raised to a nrStll- 
pliclty of state boards. The executive 
council would be a single board of 
directors acting for the state and 
the people o£ Nebraska. It would 
pre*evnt bank scandals and favori- 
isnl to road contractors, and would 
insure the handling of state business 
in a businesslike way." 
Quoting from the reports made up 


by former "Finance Secretary 
Phil 
Bross, Mr. Keck showed that In his 
own county. Polk, the increase in 
taxes during a period of two years 
had been as follows: Municipal. 12 
per cent: 
county, 24; school, 
31; 


and state, 124. He thought this, a 
pretty good indication that a radical 
reduction in state taxes shoujd, be 
made. 


No Vote Before Monday. 


Despite an effort by Mr. Hardin 


to close th« debate and force a vote 
on tho code question/ Friday after- 
noon, the house failed to take any 
action changing the rule agreed upon 
a week ago, which provided for a 
full discussion of both the governor's 
bills to repeal the code and the E>J'- 
sart measures, which the governor's 
had received attention for only an 
hour and a half Friday forenoon.

The bill eeeks to repeal those

lots or over. 


Oil Inspection fees are many tlmcs 
the main source ot income for the 
bureau of food, drugs and oil, in the 
agriculture department. As the same 
men who Inspect oil also make six- 
teen 
other 
inspections, 
including; 


hotels, proceriee. mills, cold storage 
plants and meat markets, the per- 
sonnel of the department would not 
be reduced much unless the other 
inspections were discontinued. 


The food, drug and oil bureau now 


has in the state treasury a surplus 
of close to $400.000, most bj which 
has come from oil inspections, which 
during last fiscal year, according- to 
Secretary J. "W. Mayer, ran around 
$100.000 "over the expense of collect- 
ing- the fees. 
Some J47.000 of this fund is tied 


up in the courts at the present time, 
awaiting supreme court action on a 
case brought by oil companies oper- 
ntiiip in Nebraska, who claimed that

But the economic revival so ardently hoped for in 


America has already set in in Belgium. The metal- 
lurgical industries, mobt desperately affected by the

During tho 
four years of German occupation the blast furnaces 
had been dynamited, mills wrecked, and machinery de- 
stroyed or transported.
